EN UP AS LOST WHEN SEARCH FAILS TO RE 
VEAL HIM 
BUILDING. 


LAST SEEN ENTERING BLAZING 


Try M. Bibee, aged 19, son of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Bibee, 


of Spray, N. C., is now believed to have perished in the fire 
which Saturday morning destroyed Blackstone Acamedy. 
The last lingering hope that he might be at the home of some 
distant relative living near Blackstone vanished this morning 
when they were reached and reported not having seen the 
boy. 


Mr. Bibee, life Insurance agent at Spray, left this morn- 


ing for Blackstone to meet his brother, J. W. Bibee, of 
Lynchbttrg, who hastened to the scene yesterday to clear up 
the mystery in the young man's disappearance. The father of 
the youth expressed the greatest concern and virtually ad- 
mitted that he had given up all hope of finding his boy alive. 
Messages received at Spray today were that the ruins of the 
fire swept building had not been combed for the body, but 
as a result of the almost immediately and exhaustive search 
made for the young man which proved negative the only con- 
clusion reached was that he had perished. 


The young man, a second year 


;«tuden£ at the college, -was last seen 
jon Saturday morning by hJ^s room- 
'mate. The fire had been discovered 
1 and the students were hastening to 
•safety in view of the rapid spread of 
'.the blaze, fanned by a stiff wind. Bi- 
,bee is reported to h*ve left the build- 
ing, but suddenly remembering cer- 
iain effects in his *oom he was anx- 
ious to save, re-entered against the 
, instructions given -to the students. 
His room was on the -third floor. Soon. 
'after he had gone in, one of" the 
•floors collapsed and it was then fear- 
ed that he must have gone" down wifh 
it. Still, in the immediate confusion 
after the fhe the hope prevailed that 
Bibee had succeeded in escaping and 
had made his way to the home of re- 
lations.

ing House for the B.lind, and because 
of its publications thousands of blind 
persons read -what otherwise would 
cot be available to them. 
The federal eov«-ament payt the 


house f 50,00- annually, and for this 
amount books are provided for fifty- 
six school* for the blind throughotit 
the country. AS an Indication of tne 
volume of work put out by the house. 
the report for the last fisoal year 
shows that 3'4S9,7SG pages of printed 
matter and 
12.5SO bound volume* 


were produced, and in addition, 4,811 
pamphlets and 1,044 copies of music- 
al selections were printed. 
Th° type-setting machines 
have 


only six keys because the alphabet 
for'the blind comprimes six points or 
dots, with each letter consisting of 
from one to six dots, in different 
combinations. 
Sheet brass is used in the machines, 
the words being punched in the 
metal. The plates go from the ma- 
chines to the proof reader who re- 
moves all mistakes with aTiammer 
and a nail punch. 
Plates then are sent to the press- 


room, where they are placed on cyl- 
inder presses, which use paper that 
has been immersed in water for 24 
hours so that the texture will not be 
torn. 
Lack of a single code complicates 
the work of the establishment. Miss 
Mermin says. There are three codes 
— the New Tork point, the American 
Braille and the revised Braille. Type 
of all these systems is used at the 
plant.
